Water  Supplies.' 

Since  the  last  report  there  has  been  very  little  change  in  the 
water  supply  to  the  Borough. 

In  February,  a joint  meeting  was  held  between  representatives 
of  the  four  Local  Authorities  in  West  Dorset,  Dorset  County 
Council,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Covernment  and  the  two 
Statutory  Water  Undertakers  viz  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company 
and  the  Lyme  Regis  Water  Works  Company,  to  discuss  the  question 
of  water  supplies  in  West  Dorset  and  the  formation  of  a Joint 
Com.mittee  or  Water  Board.  It  was  recommended  that  the  four  West 
Dorset  Local  Authorities  and  the  County  Council  be  asked  to  agree 
to  the  appointment  of  a.  joint  committee  consisting  of  two  members 
from  each  of  these  bodies,  and  the  terms  of  reference  to  be,  ”to 
consider  to  what  extent  grouping  of  water  undertakings  in  West  Dorset 
appears  to  them  desirable,  and  tho  moans  by.  which  it  may  be  best 
achieved  and  report  upon  their  conclusions  to  the  participating 
bodies,  and  to  consider  the  advisability  of  obtaining  a report  as 
to  the  engineering  works  necessary  to  incorporate  existing 
installations  and  proposed  schemes  in  the  area  in  a comprehensive 
system  of  supply,  and  tha.t  pending  approval  of  the  constitution  of 
the  joint  committee  and  the  holding  of  its  first  meeting,  the  Local 
Authorities  and  other  Statutory  Water  Undertakers  represented  at  the 
meeting  or  operating  in  the  area  be  asked  to  furnish  such  financial, 
technical,  and  other  information  as  vdll  enable  a report  to  be 
prepared  for  presentation  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  joint 
committee  as  to  the  financial  aspect  of  the  joint  operation  of  water 
undertakings  in  the  area". 

In  December,  a Joint  Meeting  was  held  to  consider  a report 
by  the  Ooiinty  Public  Health  Engineer,  in  which  he  advised  that  a 
joint  water  scheme  would  be  the  most  satisfactory  way  of  supplying 
the  whole  of  West  Dorset,  and  that  the  two  schemes  which  had  been 
prepared  on  behalf  of  the  Beaminster  and  Bridport  Rural  District 
Councils  could  be  linked  together,  modified,  and  augmented,  to 
serve  Yifest  Dorset. 

Approximately  100  houses  take  their  v;ater  from  outside  taps.

I am  grateful  to  the  Water  Works  Company's  Engineer  for  his 
co-operation  during  the  year. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerapco. 

There  has  been  no  change  from  previous  reports  in  the  main 
drainage  and  outfall. 

Sewer  Outfa.ll. 

In  April,  "^he  Borough  Surveyor  submitted  a reyjort  following 
his  inspection  of  the  sewer  outfall,  when  it  was  found  that  no 
major  section  of  the  outfall  had  been  washed  awa.y  but  that  repairs 
in  the  form  of  renewing  a number  of  timber  piles  a.nd  provision  of 
metaJ  straps  to  strengthen  and  secure  the  sewer  pipes  where  necessary. 

The  Consultants  were  a.sked  to  obtain  estimates  immediately  for 
the  extension  of  the  outfall  as  previously  agreed  and  also  estimates 
for  its  extension  by  the  addition  of  a third  length  of  pipe. 

In  September,  the  Council  agreed  to  accept  the  Consultants 
recommendations  of  extending  the  sewer  by  26  feet,  that  the  work 
be  put  in  hand  immediately  ajnd  that  it  be  carried  out  on  a da.y  work 
basis.  In  November,  the  Council  were  informed  that  the  contractors 
had  commenced  work  on  22nd,  October. 

Coney gar  Road,  Sewer. 

The  Coneygc.r  Road  sewer  extension  was  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year;  the  new  sewer  is  not  yet  in  use  as  the  two  private 
estate  developers  have  not  laid  their  private  sewers. 

St.  Andrev/s  Hoad,  Sewer. 

Regarding  the  sewer  from  the  Laundry  to  East  Road,  the  Ministry, 
in  March,  requested  the  Council  to  defer  this  scheme  for  the  present 
in  view  of  the  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  and  that  in  the 
meantime  an  analysis  of  the  present  and  future  hydraulic  conditions 
in  the  whole  length  of  the  sewer  from  Bradpole  to  West  Bay  should  be 
prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry,  In  May,  the  Council 
decided  to  instruct  the  Borough  Surveyor  to  undertake  the  work. 

250  feet  of  new  drains  to  Council  Houses,  and  2,060  feet  of 
new  drains  to  private  buildings  were  installed  during  the  year, 

Rivers. 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  Asker  and 
Siraene  during  their  course  through  the  Borough. 

Public  Cleansing, 

Three  men  are  employed  full-time  and  two  men  part-time  in 
refuse  collection.  One  refuse  collection  lorry  is  fully  employed 
while  one  is  employed  part-time.  The  refuse  is  tipped  on  a site 
at  Bothenhampton  where  a man  is  fully  employed  to  keep  the  tip  tidy 
and  recover  metcil  salvage. 

A tota.l  of  1,950  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from 
approximately  2810. dustbins.  During  the  year  45  tons.  61  cwts. 
of  waste  paper  and  4 tons.  6 cwts.  of  miscellaneous  salvage  were 
collected  and  sold.  All  tins  are  tipped  on  the  refuse  disposal  site. 

Street  cleaning  was  carried  out  by  4 full-time  sweepers  with 
street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  6 miles  were  swept  daily; 

1 mile  three  times  weekly;  2 miles  twice  weekly  and  3 miles  once 
weekly.

Rodent  Control. 


This  work  has  been' carried  out  by  the  Council’s  part-time 
Rodent  operator  who  investigated  158  complaints  in  addition  to 
his  routine  and  sewer  treatments.  In  connection  with  this  latter 
work,  considerable  assistance  ha.s  been  received  from  the 
Divisional  Rodent  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  v/hich 
is  greatly  apprecia.ted.  Results  of  the  sewer  treatments  indicate 
the  existence  of  a large  number  of  rats  despite  the  intensive 
treatments  of  the  last  two  years.  It  would  seem  that  bi-annual 
baiting  and  poisoning  of  the  sewers  is  to  become  a permanent 
feature  of  rodent  control  in  the  Borough. 

The  provision  of  the  patent  man-hole  cover  lifter  has  saved 
many  man  hours, during  the  year. 

Poisons  used,  were  Warfarin.  5 lbs,  Antu,8  ozs,  and  Zinc 
Phosphide, 2 lbs.

Pet  Animals  Act.  1951. 

There  is  one  licensed  pet  shop  in  the  district  which  has 
been  inspected  on  two  occasions  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  for 
the  keeping  of  birds  and  fish. 

Camping  Sites. 

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each, 
the  main  site  is  at  West  Bay  and  is  ownedby  the  Council  who 
employ  a full-time  Supervisor  and  two  men  during  the  camping 
season  which  lasts  from  1st,  April  - 3^th.  September.  Water  is 
supplied  to  various  standpipes  near  which  are  concrete  tanks  for 
the  reception  of  foul  water  and  which  are  emptied  regularly  by 
a tank  emptier.  There  are  water  closets,  and  hot  and  cold  showeis. 
A daily  collection  of  refuse  from  covered  metal  receptacles 
scattered  through  the  camp  field  is  made. during  August  and  three 
times  a week  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans  are 
allowed  to  remain  on  the  site  after  30th,  September. 
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It  is  estimated  that  there  were  accommodated  during  the 
season  7OO  caravans,  1000  tents,  1000  ca.rs,  and  200  motor  cycles. 


Schools. 

These  are  regularly  inspected.  All  have  vrater  closets,  piped 
water  and  washing  facilities.  AH  arc  supplied  daily  with 
Pasteurised  m'.lk. 


Flooding. 

Flooding  occurred  in  East  Road  and  7/est  Bay  Road  although 
not  to  the  same  extent  as  in  the  previous  yea,r.

Swimming  and  Bathing  Pools. 


There  is  no  indoor  swimming  bath.  Bathing  takes  place 
during  the  summer  in  the  sea  and  in  the'  river  mouth  which  is 
dcammed  back  for  water  polo  and  other  aquatic  sports. 


13  water  samples  from  the  river  were  ta.ken  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  who  tried  the  experiment  of  chlorination  in  the 
river  mouth  before  the  annual  swimming  GaJa  but  the  results  were 
not  successful. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspection. 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  area,  the  building 
being  owned  by  the  Council  and  leased  to  the  Bridport  and 
District  Master  Butchers  Slaughtering  Company  Ltd.  The  business 
is  well  conducted  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  good,  but  the 
premises  are  below  a,ccepted  standards  for  slp.ughterhouses 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  absence  of  a hanging  room.  This 
means  that  animals  are  slaughtered  and  dressed  in  the  same  room 
where  dressed  ceircases  and.  offpj  are  hanging  to  cool,  an  obviously 
undesirable  practice.  The  Council  are  anxious  to  secure  the 
closure  of  these  premises  on  or  before  July,  1959  the  da,te  laid 
down  by  the  slaughterhouses  Act,  1954>  as  the  limit  of  their 
responsibility  for  securing  that  adequate  slaughterhouse  facilities 
are  a,va.ilable  locally,  and  as  the  slaughterhouse  is  sited  on  the 
Council’s  housing  estate  at  Skilling,  this  estate  cannot  be 
developed  to  its  full  extent. 

Meat  Inspection  is  ca.rricd  out  by  the  Public  Health  said 
Food  Inspector. 

Four  licences  to  slaughter  were  issued  to  slaught erm.en 
during  the  yea,r. 
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Oystlcercus  Bovis. 

9 cases  were  found  in  the  slaughterhouse  in  cattle.  In 
one  case  of  localised  infection,  total  condemnation  was  necessary, 
due  to  the  ownenife  refusal  to  place  the  carcase  in  cold  storage. 
Oysts  have  been  found  in  the  muscles  of  the  jo.w  as  well  as  in  the 
heart  and  skirt.  Efforts  to  try  and  trace  possible  sources  of 
infection  hav'\met  with  no  success. 

Condemned  Meat. 

This  is  stained  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse,  and 
disposed  of  to  two  firms.  One  firm  processes  adl  it  receives 
while  the  other  utilises  diseased  meat  untreated  as  animal  food, 
a method  of  disposal  which  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
Most  of  the  meat  as  opposed  to  offal,  goes  to  this  latter  firm.

HOUSINO. 

A great  deal  of  work  was  carried  out  with  the  detailed 
inspection  of  houses  during  the  year  when  445  visits  were  made. 

Inspections  were  concentrated  mainly  in  the  West  Allington 
Part  pf  the  town  T/here  two  groups  of  properties  have  been 
represented  as  Clearance  Areas,  viz  Magdalen  Lane  Clearance  Area 
No.  1. , consisting  of  I5  houses  and  Magdalen  Lane  Clearance  Area 
No.  2.,  consisting  of  4 houses. 

In  addition,  2 houses  in  Chancery  Lane  have  been  represented 
as  a Clearance  Area.,  and  3 closed  under  the  provision  of  Section  10, 
Local  Covemment  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1953*  In  the 
Castle  Square  area,  21  houses  owned  by  the  Council  are  being  made  to 
comply  with  the  standard  of  fitness. 

There  are  still  a great  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the 
Borough  and  strenuous  efforts  will  be  needed  to  make  these 
properties  fit  or  where  this  is  impracticable,  to  secure  their 
closure  or  demolition.  With  the  current  high  cost  of  building, 
empha.sis  is  laid  upon  the  need  to  salvage  houses  wherever  possible 
and  it  is  felt  tha.t  this  can  best  be  achieved  by  the  use  of 
improvement  grants,  and  concentration  on  Section  9 of  the  Housing 
Act,  193^}  ton  the  repair  of  houses.

There  was  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis.  This  was  in  a visitor 
p.ged  9 years,  who  wa,s  on  holiday  in  the  West  Be.y  Camp  Field.  * 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Head  Teachers 
and  School  Nurses  regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases 
in  schools. 

Immunisation. 


This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council. 

When  net  performed  by  the  child's  own  Doctor,  immunisation  is 
given  at  the  schools  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

69  children  v/ere  given  their  prima,ry  inoculation  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  and  67  were  given  reinforcing  doses 
against  Diphtheria.  53  children  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 
and  two  re-vaccinated. 

Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  was  commenced  in  May, 
of  those  children  born  in  November,  1947  1954  ^ind  in  March, 

1951  “ 1954  whose  Parents  had  consented,  and  where  vaccine  was 
available,  children  bom  in  August,  1947  **  1954  were  immunised. 

A total  of  81  children  completed  the  course  of  two  injections. 

When  sufficient  vaccine  is  forthcoming  all  children  whose  parents 
agree  will  be  treated. 

B.C.C.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  are  also  responsible  for  this  vaccination. 
Children  aged  I3  years  are  tested,  and  when  necessary,  are 
Vaccinated  against  Tuberculosis.  These  children  are  tested  and 
immunised  a.t  the  schools  v/hich  they  are  p.ttending.
